But the mooted author- 
ship of these letters is levivcd since 
the grand jury indictment rrtiirne'l 
against Johnson chaiging him with an 
attempt to influence the ci.cuit cojri. 
by means of these letters. The action 
of the grand jury, although not con- : 
elusive of guilt, coincides with the 
claim made by handwriting experts" 
that Johnson wrote the letters him- 
self, which he denies as emphatically 
now as he did at the time the letters 
were disclosed and imputed to him 
In the ouster proceedings. 


It is many years since Ohio had a 


state official haled to court by a 
grand jury. The last case prior to 
this was that of W. Z. McDonald, the 
first building and factory inspector in 
the state, about 14 years ago. 


This charge against the Waverly ed- 


itor will make him one of the most 
talked about state officials in Ohio for 
some time to come. He may not like 
the notoriety, but it can't be avoided 
now, and he faces it with determina- 
tion to prove that he is innocent. He 
has this advantage in the court of 
public opinion, that when he was ac- 
cused In circuit court of writing the 
letters In. "question the court treated 
them with scant notice, and decided 
the ouster case in his favor. So that 
where the Indictment reads that John- 
son "did corruptly endeavor to influ- 
ence said judges and officers of the 
court in the discharge of their duty in 
the decision of" the ouster proceed- 
ings the court did not show itself to 
be influenced to any extent.

Those who thought Governor Harris

Johnson so that he could appoint a 
Republican to the office were some- 
what surprised by the stand takegjjy 
the governor. He said: "I will at least 
not act hastily about the matter. I 
do not expect to consider my duty in 
the premises until after Mr. Johnson 
has been tried, for I presume his trial 
will not be long delayed under the 
circumstances. 
I will not act for two 


reasons. 
One is that an indictment 


is not conclusive of guilt. Another is 
that were I to remove him from office 
that act might tend to prejudice his 
trial, and I wish to do no man an in- 
justice." 


It would be both ridiculous and In- 


discreet to attempt to anticipate the 
final outcome of the matter, but it is 
safe to assume that the case will not 
stop short of the supreme court.

Major A. M. AArarner judge of insolv- 
ency court at Cincinnati to fill a va- 
cancy he fairly took the breath of pol- 
iticians there and elsewhere.

Encyclical Issued to th« Clergy and 


Laity of France In Which the New 
Act Is Condemned Unreservedly. 
Ecclesiastical Property Not Aban- 
doned—Text of Letter. 


Paris, Jan. 12. — The pope's unre- 


served condemnation of the new sep- 
aration law, while it was expected,"" 
can only result in further embittering 
the contest between church and state,' 
as the French bishops, who are about' 
to assemble, must follow the orders of' 
Rome, no matter what individual ideas 
may be held. The Temps considers 
the encyclical as proof that the vati- 
can is determined to continue the •war. 


In his encyclical to the French 


the'pontiff said his chief object ia. ad- 
dressing the faithful in France is Jto 
comfort 
them in their 
sufferings, 


which he feels deeply. There is, how- 
ever, great consolation in the fact that 
the Catholics of France are 
united.... 


The French government's declaration 
of war was not only against the Chris- 
tian faith, but against all spiritual 
ideas. The French Catholics must be 
prepared for all sorts of trials, bu*T~ 
they are certain of final victory. This. 
means the maintenance of their onion 
with the holy see, which is of the 
greatest importance, as shown by the 
efforts of the enemies of the church- 
to dissolve this union. Contrary to 
statements made on the subject, the 
church does not desire a religious; 
war, 
involving violent persecutions. 


Being a messenger of peace and carry-. 
ing out her mission of loyalty, the,. 
church did not willingly expose 4ier- 
self to war and persecutions, as she 
does not desire to see her children. 
suffering. 


Regarding the ecclesiastical 
prop- 


erties, the encyclical said the pope 
has not abondoned them. The French 
government imposed on the .Catholics 
of France an organization which the 
church was absolutely unable to ac- 
cept without imperilling her existence 
as a divine institution. The chijfCh 
could not prevent the unjust spoliation 
in progress. As for the proposed cul- 
tural associations, they are contrary 
to the ecclesiastical hierarchy given to 
the church by the divine founder him- 
self, and the pope condemned them In'" 
spite of the material injuries involved.' 
at the hands of the government. 


"From the point of view of religion 


the new law has organized anarchy. 
It Installs a regime of uncertainty and 
arbitrariness. There is uncertainty 
as to whether the church shall in the 
meanwhile be at the disposal of the 
clergy and faithful. 
In each parish 


the priest will be in the power of the 
municipality, with the 
consequent 


possibility of conflicts in all parts of 
the country. In addition, the clergy 
are under the heaviest expenses while 
their revenues are subjected to strict- 
est limitations. The new law aggra- 
vates the law separating church and 
state. We can only condemn it with 
precision and without ambiguity. Cer- 
tain articles throw new light upon the 
real aim of our enemies. They wish 
to destroy the church and dechria- 
tianize France without attracting top 
closely the attention of the people. If 
their course were really popular, as 
they pretend, they would pursue tit 
openly and take all the responsibility.'?
